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Arrest spurs 
abuse tales 
from Albion 

Following conviction, 
residents angry, hurt over 
elderly man’s crimes

.ALBION - Marsha Spires assumed the 
man who she says molesied her nearly 40 
years ago was dead, until she heard of his 
arrest in July. 

Last week, she drove from Boise “to put 
a face to the hands that 1 remember as j 
child doing damage to me,” she said. 

Spires is one of many who now say Uiey 
were abused by Carl'Farley, 82. She 
watched the man - who to some of his Al- 
bion neighbors seemed a harmles.s recluse - 
sentenced to the state penitentiary for mo- 
lesting someone clsc’s 8-ycar-old girl. 

The 8-ycar-old’s mother said she feels 
angry and confused, wondering how Farley 
could have gotten away with such crimes 
for so long in a place where there's no such 
thin g as s ecre ts. 

“1 would just go to sleep bawling; I 
couldn't believe that it had t»cn going on 
for so long,” she said. “The worst thing was 
that half the town knew. They knew he was 
weird. They said; 'My kids had been told 
never to go over there.'” 

Farley grew up and retired in Albion, 
population 305, in the foothills of Mount 
Harrison. An cx-irapper who survived on 
veteran's benefits, he played the fiddle and 
liked nci^borhoi^ children, inviting them 
to his trailer home for games, candy and 
money. 

He was arrested by the Cassia County 
ShcrifTs Department who led him away, 
clutching a bagful of his medications. Fol- 
lowing his arresL other victims have come 
forwota after years of silence. 

Three local children claimed Farley had 
molested them - the parents of two declined . . 
to press charges. Ten women, some as far. 
away os Califbmia and Wyoming, wrote to 
5th District Judge George Gninata. claiming 
Farley had molested them os far back os 40 
years ago. L 

Last week Granata^posed one of his 
toughest sentences on a first-time olTctuIcf; 

' giving Farley three to eight years in the 
state penitentiary for one count of lewd and 
lascivious conduct with a minor child. 

The mother who spearheaded the effort 
against Farley said she discovered through 
the town grapevine that some people may 
long have known about Farley's pcdophilic ' 
tendencies. 

Some people helped the mother contact 
older victims. Others told her they had al- 
ways forbidden their children to get near 
Farley. Through her efforts, she said she 
found 1 0 other children in the town that had 
some kind of sexual encounter at Farley's 
home. 

Other women interviewed by The Times- 
Nesvs said they feel the atmosphere of the 
past era and the town are partly to blame for 
sheltering Farley. 

Farley, now waiting at Mini-Cassia Crim- 
inal Detention Center to be driven to the 
state penitentiary, declined to be inter- 
. viewed. 

Spires, 46, now a child abuse advocate in 
Boise, agreed to speak on the Accord. She 
had written to the judge that Farley had mo- 
lested her when she lived next door to him 
at age 5. She said she suppressed the memo- 
ries. Lost year she told her mother. 

“People didn't know what to look for 
back then,” Spires said. “Ndl only was it not 
— discussedrbut-no-one was-awore of-Dny of— 
the signs, 

“When I told my mother, she said, ‘My 
God, I wita 1 had known,”' Spires said. 

“Laura,” 32, who asked that her real not 
be used, said Farley had molested her when 
she was 12. She didn't tell her family be- 
’Cause her great-grandfather bad done the 
same thing to her when she was 8, she said,.

NEW YORK (AP) — A majori- 
ty of Americans favor President 
Clinton's health care plan, but . 
doubt teqy'll benefit and.consider. 
Congress unlikely (p approve uni- 
versal coverage this year, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press poll. 

Clinton ‘is expected to use bis 
State of tec Unioil speech Tuesday 
to renew his quest for “health se- 
‘ curity,” in which all Americans 
' would have coverage they could 
not lose despite job changes or ill- 
ness. 

Only 11 percent of those polled 
Friday through Tuesday deem it 
very likely tee current Congress 
will approve a health plan that 
covers everyone. An additional 33 
percent consider it somewhat like- 
ly, while 56 percent say it's not 
likely. 

Though eight in 10 of those 
polled say tee health care system 
needs reforming, 54 percent think 
te^ personally would have letter 
coverage under tee current system 
than under Clinton's plan. 

Those polled favor Clinton's 
plan by 51 percent to 37 percenL 
An additional 5 peieent oner tee 
unsolicited opinipn that they favor

Rebels show torture signs 


SAN CRISTOBAL DE LAS 
CASAS, Mexico (AP) — An Am- 
nesty International team found peos- 
.onts imprisoned on suspicion of tak- 
ing pan in on Indian rebellion showed 
signs of torture, one of the mvestiga- 
tors said Saturday. 

The govemment had no immediate 
comment. 

The estimated 2,000 rebels, most of 
teem destitute Mayan Indian peasants, 
launched their revolt on New Year’s 
Day in tee southern suite of Chiapas, 
one of Mexico's poorest states. 

The rebels say they acted out of 
desperation because of rampant 
poverty, comiption and human nghts 
abuses. Scores of indigenous people 
have been arrested on suspicion of 
taking port in or cooperating with tee 
rebellion. 


Morris Tidbalt, a member of an 
Amnesty International watchdog 
team, said many of the 70 rebel sus- 
pects held in the state's Cent) Hueco 
Prison showed signs of torture. 

“A ^t majority of tee chafes ore 
not founded except in confessions ob- - 
tained through torture,” Tidball.told 
The Associated Press. The biiroan 
ri^ts group's team toured the prison, 
in the Chiapas state capital Tuxtia 
Gutierrez, on Friday. 

Tidball, a physician, founded Ar- 
gentina's intematioaol forensic team, 
which investigated the torture of thou- 
sands of Argentines who disappeared 
in the 1980s during that country’s 
“dirty war.” 

He said tee rebel suspects should be 
given a speedy trial and tee means to 
defend themselves.

Wing^s allocated flying hours increase

TWIN FALLS - The number of federal- 
ly allocated flying hours for the 366th 
Composite Win^ at Mountain Home Air 
Force Base has increased 7 percent since 
last year - but other Air Force bases in the 
Intetmountaio West have been seeing a de- 
cline in thrir flying hours. 

Planes from Mountain Home have 
21,435 flying hours u> use in the 1^ fis- 
cal year, up from last year’s figure of 
20,019 hours, according to base spokesman 
Sgt. John Norgren. As of Friday, there 
were 66 planes essiraed to the 366th Wing. 

Allocated flying hours have been a cen- 
tral justification offered by tbe Air Force 
for approval of a new state-owned bombing 
range in souAwestere Owyhee County. 
The 25,350-acre nm^ would be owned by 
the state, but leased to the Air Force for 
bomb training 

Officials tom the 366th Wing mai..jun 
that a new tombing range is needed be- 
cause existing training areas are too far 
bway - and flying hours are too valuable to 
waste on straipt-and-level commuting. Of 
the five bombing ranges cunently available 


to (fountain Home pilots, the most distant 
- the Nellis Range in southem'Nevada - is 
330 miles away. 

Flying hours for Mountain Home Air 
Force Base have been going ^ because the 
366th Wing has been growing, SQld base 
spokesman Lt. Brian MePeek. About 80 
percent of the 366th’s training occurs at the 
nearto Saylor Credc Range, while the other 
20 percent takes places at more remote 
ranges, MePeek said. 

Efficient use of flying hours is critical, 
McPcek added, “because you can only run 
a hone so much and the same is true for an 
aircraft.” 

As Mountain Home's flying hours have 
been going up, other bases have been hit 
with a decline. Hill Air Force Base in Utah 
was given 24,083 flying hours in the 1993 
fiscal year, but tbe figure dropped to. 
19,591 this year, according to base 
spokeswoman Sgu Darla Ernst Approxi- 
mately -70 Air Force planes are assiped to 
Hill Air Force Base, she added. 

Nellis Air Fotce Base saw an even more 
dramatic decline in flying hours - from 
27^63 last year to only 6.102^ year, ac- 
cording to die base’s public adfain office. 
The number ofplanea assigned to Nellis

charged in U.S. District Court on 
Thui^y with sexual exploitation of a 
child. A preliminary hearing is set for 
Feb. I. 

Jungblom was released on his own 
recognizance and ordered to have no 
unsupervised contact with children 
under IS. He has been suspended with 


pay from his job at the high school. 

If fonvict^, Jungblom faces a max- 
imum penalty of lO years in prison and

A court affidavit proseqiiors filed in 
the case alleges that Jungblom 
employed several other female stu- 
dents from Davenport to be filmed for 
sex videotapes intended for sale.

She alleged Skinner made com- 
ments ^ui her body, told off-color 
jokes and a^cd her to have sex with 
him. 

Paterson filed a grievance against 
Skinner. As a result, he was repri- 
manded and given a three-day sus- 
pension without pay. Paterson file'd a 
lawsuit in April 1989,^ .. 

Skinner denied his comments con- 
stiuiled sexual harassment, according 
to couit documents. He said Paterson 
participated in the jokes and did not 
tell him she found them offensive. 

In its verdict, the jury also found 
the Slate violated Idaho human rights 
taws by failing to lake appropriate 
action. 

The state was ordered to pay 
$96,000, with Skinner’s, portion of 
that fine at $37,500. Paterson also 
was awarded $5,000 in compensato- 
ry damages.

SARAJEVO, Bo9nja*Her2Cgoinnn (AP) — The 
sun glistened on new snow, and after a week of rela- 
tive auiet in Bosnia’s besieged capital, children were 
out sledding and skating. Then the shells slammed 
down Saturday. 

Six children died, hospital and morgue woricers said. 
At least three children suffered serious wounds and one 
adult was injured. 

Parents frantically got their children off the streets. 
Although there was no sustained bombardment, the 
Muslim-led government immediately put the city back 
on general alert, a warning for people to stay indoors. 

hi Alipasino Polje, the western Sarajevo neighborhood 
where the deaths occurred, witnesses said at least four 
shells exploded around 1 p.m. Scores of children were 
outside sledding on snowy hills and skating in the Icy 
streets. 

Snow was scarlet with blood or blackened by the 
explosions. Blood stained a child's sled. 

*‘We were out, we were sliding, when all of a sudden a 
shell landed," said Muhamed Kapetanovic, 10, in an 
interview shown on Bosnian television. 

“We started running away, and another shell landed 
between us. Danijel was killed on the spot and I was 
wounded in four places,” he cried os he lay on a stretch- 
er, his face bandaged. 

Ho^ital officials and witnesses said the bodies were 
shredded by shrapnel and at least one was decapitated. 

'Tve seen hundreds of coipscs, but I never saw some- 
thing like this,” said Redzo Orabovica, a worker at the 
Kos^o Hospital morgue. 

Bosnian IMme Minister Haris Silajdzic protested the 
attack in a letter io U.N. Secretary-General Boutros 
BouCios-Ghalr. 

“This act humiliates the international community, 
mocks the dignity of the United Nations and renders 
senseless all of our efforts to reach peace through negoti- 
ations,” he said in the letter, which was released to jour- 
noHsts. 

“How many times has it been said that the United 
Nations will not allow Sarajevo to be strangled? These 
children, Mr. Ghali, were playing in a United Nations' 
‘safe zone’ ... only 200 meters from the main Sarajevo 
headquarters of the United Nations military force.”

Halpom is a qieck of vivid life in a room — a 
very large room, too — full of death. Books 
about death and dying line the walls. Tombstone 
rubbings fill the closets and framed ones adorn 
the walls. Stacks of postcards offer death-themed 
recipes: Mexican Pan de Muertos, an old New 
YOrk-Dutch Funeral Pic, an Armenian Soup to 
Save a Dead Soul. 

Shelves in a otanding coffin hold a mix of 
small objects and these tend -toward humor: a 
small, stuffed Dracula doll, a skeletal hand that 
seems to beckon, a bumper sticker that says “1 
Brake for Old Graveyards,” a pair of fiisy slip- 
pers made to look like graves: turf-green bottoms, 
fresh-earih broiim tops, gray tombstone tongues 
' with 'Over the Hill” print^ like on epitaph. 

Death os livelihood: Welcome to The Center 
for Thanatological Research, a fixture on Atlantic 
Avenue in Brooklyn since 1980. It is, in terms of 
sales volume, a stnall-press publishing house wed 
to a mail-order book business. The whimsical 
things — what Halpom calls “the popular stuff' 
— is.a much smaller part of her operation. But 
everything focuses on thanatology: “The study of 
aging, dying, death, be^vement and recovery,” 
in Hdpom’s succinct definition. 

Halpom, it should be noted, is not deoth- 
obsessed. She is not morbid, not ghoulish, not

The 
raised eyebrows, the boots of skep-

In 1975, Moody published “Life 
After Life,” the first serious exami- 
nation of what are now'called near- 
death experiences. Not everyone 
agrees what it is, but the phenome- 
non of dying people claiming to 
leave their bodies, see s bright light 
and encounter departed loved ones 
is now accept^ as a legitimate field 
of study. 

“I don't havc any sense of vindi- 
cation," be said. “All the time I 
heard, 'Raymond,' you have such 
courage.’ It wasn't that. I’m just 
cudou^ and I’m going to follow my 
curiosi^ wherever it goes.” 

This Is where it went: From St. 
Paul to Joan' of Arc to Abraham 
Lincoln, people throughout history 
have rqMited seeing vuions of oth- 
ers who bave died. Many people 
today say they have spoken to or 
felt the presence of a dqiart^ loved 
one. Estimate or. not, crystal balls 
and qiint w^ds have been' part of 
many;,cuItUre8 for thousands of 
years. ,

Moody’s research eventually 
focused on the ancient Greeks, who 
believed they could communicate 
with the spirits of the deceased at 
psychomonteums, or oracles of the 
dead. ' 

“So many of our ideas — - history, 
logic, reason, drama, politics — idl 
go right back to the Acropolis, to 
the Greeks," he said. “Why not 
this?” - 

At Ephyra in western Greece. 
Moody visited the excavation of 
what he said was a psychomantcum, 
an underground network of pas- 
sageways and chambera leading to a 
large cavern. There, he believe, the 
Greeks peered into clear liquid 
shiny surfaces and found the spirits 
they sought. 

Tho .technique is called mirror- 
gazing^ and the psychiatrist set out 
to revive it. 

“1 figured out what the Greeks 
were doing,” he said. “Based on 
arcbaeotogi^.reports,'I reproduced 
it. And to my astonishment, it 
woriced.” 

At his clinic, a converted 19th- 
eehtury mill in Anniston, Ala., 
Moody act up a rooih with dim 
light, soothing surroundings and a 
large mirror positioned to yield 
what he calls “clear, depth.” ; . 


Three years ago he started bring- 
ing in subjects. They took soothing 
walks in the woods, shared memo- 
ries of a departed loved one, held 
mementos of that person's life — ■ 
then entered the 20ih-ccnlury psy- 
chomantcum alone. 

Most reported encounters with 
the dead. Some saw visions inside 
the mirror, and some said the 
apparitions came into the room. 
Some heard voices or felt on unspo- 
ken presence, and some said they 
carried on conversations. 

The messages were invariably 
positive. “Reunions" is full of testi- 
monials ftom people who have just 
emerged from the sessions. They 
relate quotes from the|afterlife.like 
“Let my mother know that I am fine 
and that I love her very much" ond 
.’“You are living the right way and 
you are raising the kids (he right 
way." 

“What surprised me was that peo- 
ple said it was so vivid,” Moody 
said. “People experienced this not 
as a dream, but os reality." 

He knows you have to see this to 
believe it. He saw it. 

After guiding others through the 
experience, the psychiatrist pre- 
pa^ himself to meet a grandmoth- 
er he loved and missed. Instead, he 
said, his other grandmother 
appeared, a woman he remembered 
much less fondly. 

"You don't necessarily sec who 
you want to see, but who you need 
to see,” Moody said. “We had a. 
very difficult relationship, and this 
was really a healing experience. 1 
feel very different about her now." 

“When 1 first read about it I. 
thought it was a joke.” said Barry 
Karr, executive director of The 
Skeptical Inquirer, an orgwization 
of scientists and academics intent 


on debunking claims they consider 
unscientific. 

“These were games wc played as 
kids. When it was raining, we’d 
look for witches and play levita- 
tion." 

Robett Baker, a retired professor 
of psychology at the University of 
Kentucky, said he believed Moody 
was sincere. 

"But he is letting his conviction 
that we live after death color his 
good judgment,” Baker said. 
“Anyone who puts himself in a hyp- 
notic trance can see dead relatives. 
But they’re just fooling themselves. 
There's no scientific evidence to 
back up any ofthese claims." 

Moody’s basic response to. that is; 
sowhdt? 

“Science is not going to deter- 
mine for us either way. whether 
there is life after death," he said. 
“What I can tell you is that after 
seeing my grandmother as real os 1 
see you in fh>nt of me, I don’t have 
any doubt."

Well over a million volunteer and 
community service organizations ex- 
ist in America today. Some 16 mil- 
lion citizens belong to 20,000 neigh- 
borhood crimewatch programs. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of support groups 
for every kind of problem from job- 
lcs.sness to fear of flying gather regu- 
larly. Some $124 billion, most of it 
donated by individuals, goes to chari- 
ly each year. 

Travel any distance on the nation's 
highways and you’ll find long 
stretches adopted by citizens who 
keep them pruned and free of trash. 
On the sign welcoming you to just 
about any town, you’ll find the logos 
of Kiwanis, Lions, Moose clubs, the 
VFW, the 4H. churches of every de- 
nomination. from block to block, 
whether in the smallest hamlet or the 
largest urban hub, countless soup 
kitchens are run for the poor, Little 
Leagues for kids hospices for the el- 
derly, walkathons for the sick, bake 
sales for a local jungle gym, parades 
for hometown pride. 

There is no “news” in this. But it is 
significant, even exciting. 

“We've met so many citizens who 
are understanding that it's not an op- 
tion just to vote every few years and 
pray you've elected someb<My clean. 
It’s an ongoing role for public ser- 
vice," says author Frances Moore 
Lappe. 

“What we’re talking about is a re- 
definition of democracy, the active 
engagement of us all in every aspect 
of our lives outside our living rooms 
and bedrooms,” adds Paul DuBois, 
her husband and co-founder of the 
Center for Living Democracy, a non- 
partisan clearinghouse for community 
activism. 

The couple, whose base is Brattle- 
boro, Vt.. has spent much of the last 
year talking with thousands of people 
-about grassroots efforts, many of 
which will be.highlightcd in their 
forthcoming bc»k, “The Quickening 
of America: Rebuilding Our Nation, 
Remaking Our Lives.” 


Rugged iodhridualism, the right of 
every citizen to pursue his or her 
dream unimpeded, has been behind 
the nation's greatest strides, from the 
creation of the Bill of Rights to the 
trail west that Lewis and Dark blazed 
to that flrst walk on the moon. 

But the balance between individual 
rights and the responsibilities individ- 
uals have to the good of all is deli- 
cate. The scales lip easily, and a 
growing number of people fear they 
have tipped too far fn the wrong di- 
rection. 

More and more citizens have begun 
to ask: What about the rights of com- 
munities os a whole? What about the 
rights of children to a future full of 
the promise offered generations past? 
And, most of all, what ore our respon- 
sibilities to one another? - 

These are old questions, questions 
so huge, so crucial and so fundamen- 
tal that they begin to seem brain- 
numbingly abstract. They have to do 
with big business and small jobs, tax- 
es and welfare, jails and housing, 
guns and drugs, tolerance ond fear, 
the state of our families and schools, 
our churches, federal government, en- 
vironment. the privileges of wealth 
and the price of poverty, the cost of 
living, and the debt of participation 
all members of a democracy ultimate- 
ly owe. 


A Qudeui of hirdoore volunteen, 
social activists who w^d not neces- 
sarily label themselves as such, has 
always thrived in America. But more 
and more people are wondering now 
whe^er they can afford any longer to 
be exempt from this circle. 

President Oinion and his adminis- 
tration have brought a new, old lan- 
guage to Washington, sounding 
themes of community and responsi- 
bility again and again. 

A new sense of obligation has im- 
posed itself on even the most disaf- 
fected of citizens, whose level of vol- 
untcerism has surged in recent years. 
Longtime activists are enlivened. 
They say the readiness is palpable, 
the network in place, the clhic as old 
os the Golden Rule. 

Now it’s for Americans, one by 
one, to determine their port. 


Inside the cburdi, a few dozen resi- 
dents are gathered for a town hall 
meeting.

No one 
here would say things are anywhere 
near decent. The rate of unemploy- 
ment is higher than in any major 
American city, and one in three citi- 
zens lives under the poverty line. A 
quarter of all births ore to girls under 
20, and murder is the cause of death 
in well over half of young men. No 
one would say (he situation is any- 
thing but desperate, and desperately 
frustrating. But neither do they con- 
sider giving up.

lillehammer. Norway (AP) — The 
hosts of the Winter Olympics love the 
outdoor^ from the ice and stone of their wild 
c^untains to the serenity of their forests. 

.^Norwegians are proud of their Viking 
heritage, craftsmanship and modern 
tcchnplogy. They worry about the ’ 
environment, enjoy winter sports and adore 
their skiing and skating heroes. 

; All of that shows in Lillehammer’s 
painstaking preparations for the Feb. 12-27 
Winter Games, from a giant sports ball that 
looks like an overturned Viking ship to the 
events symbols based on an anQient rock 
carvi^ bfa skier found in, northern Norway. 

T^is small, oil-rich country on the northern 
fringe of Europe has spent SI billion — not 
cbuntii^ roads and related projects — to get' 
reody. 

For Petter Moshus, the chief designer for the 
Lillehammer Olympic Organizing Committee, 
achieving the look of the Lillehammer Games 
meant balancing old ond new. 

And it meant protecting the special chqrm of 
Lillehammer, a town of 23,000 with carefully 
preserved wooden houses from the 1800.s and 
cobblestone walking streets, now packed with 
snow.

“Nature is important to Norwegians, from 
the ones choosing to live on the sides of 
mountains on their isolated farms to city 
dwellers taking their Sunday tours in the 
country,” Moshus said. - - 
Sometimes reflecting the post — with a 
modem touch — or capturing the lone of 


nature meant developing new.technology. " 

For example, thick wooden beams of up' to 
100 yords long — which look like the ribs of a 
ship — support the roofs of the Viking Ship 
hall in the town of Hamar and the H^ons 
Hall in Lillehammer. The beams were the 
longest of their kind ever built 
‘They had tp develop a new technology to 
do it and now that is on export item,” Mo^os 
said. ■ ■ • 

The same' applied to the Olympic Cavern 
Hall'in the town of Gjovik, where work crews 
used advanced technology to hollow but, a 
mountain so they could build a hockey rink 

inside , , 

Although organizers admit it is impossible 
■to host on environmentally friendly Olympics 
because ' of the development needed, 
Lillehammer has tried to limit the visual and 
ecological impact 

The parallel ski jumps at the Birkcrbeincr 
Ski Stadium overlooking Lillchamhicr follow 
the contours of the mountain, so as not to 
tower above the hilltops. Children removed 
thousands of wild flowers during the 
construction so they could be replanted. 

When environmentalists complained that the 
Viking Ship hall, on the shore of Lake Mjosa, 


intruded on a nesting area for birds, organi^ 
changed the plans and pulled the building 

back. 

Moshus said Norway,, which wanted to 
showcase some buildings, did not especially 
want to build the bob and luge track north of ' 
town. So designers made it unobtrusive by 
having it weave through the heavy forest • 
if fact, contractors at the bobsled track and 
other venues faced heavy fines if they cut 
down or dothaged trees that were mariced as 
, protected by ribbons. 

' Oigahizers used high-tech heat pumps' arid 
insulation to cut energy consumption, non- 
polluting chemicals in cooling systems, and . 
even dev'eloped'a special fuel to reduce 
pollution from the Olympic frame. 

Most of the signs, hung from' Viking swords 
on wooden polls, ore ma^ from paper, so they 
can be recycled. Instead of paper plates, 
organizers made most of them from potato 
starch for use as fertilizer afrer the Gomes. 

Moshus said virtually all licensed Olympic 
products are made from such materials as 
stone, wood, wool and pe^yter — all used since 
Viking times. 

"That may be why we have sold five times 
more than expected,” he said.

MILWAUKEE (AP) — So here is 
history, waiting once again to 
welcome Bonnie Blair. 

The arms of unparalleled Olympic 
achievement are outstretched to* the 
hard-charging, medal-gobbling, tells- 
it-like-she-sces-it queen of 
speedskoting. 

With two gold medals — her 
fourth and fifrh overall — at next 
month’s games, she would set an 
American record for women. Her 
chances ore excellent as long os she 
stays healthy. 

'With that heady fate beckoning, 
what Is on the mind of America’s 
icon of the icc?

Destiny, you see, has its

At the U.S. Olympic trials this 
month, Blair was by far the top 
American qualifier in the 500, 1.OOO 
and 1,500 meters even though she 
competed against a mediocre frcld. 
She pushed herself to track recoids in 
eight of b<r nine races, pitying a 
solitary game of“Can you top this?" ' 
*Tm the one that really puts the 
pressure on myself arid cries (o really 
push it,” Blair said. “That gun goes 
off, and I just want to go.” 

Blair was 19 when she competed 
in her fust Olympics, frnishing eighth 
in the 500 meters at Ae 1984 Games 
in’Sarajevo.

Their figure skating soap opera 
has been played out for days on 
network newscasts, in front-page 
headlines and TV talk shows.

Doth Kerrigan and Harding 
describe themselves as victims. 
Obviously, Kerrigan is one after a 
vicious attack Jan. 6 that injured her 
knee, kept her out of the national 
championships, and jeopardized her 
Olympic status. 

As for Harding, who won her 
second U.S. title in defending’ 
champion Kerrigan’s absence. Is she 
the victim of unfounded accusations 
and speculation about that same 
assault? 

The sport itself has been 
victimized, violently removed from 
its glamorous, sheltered existence 
by a blow from a metal baton. 

Kerrigan, Harding and figure 
skating ore moving on, however. On 
to Norway, where both skaters say 
they have their own obstacles to 
overcome at the Winter Olympics. 

As Nancy Kerrigan smiled and

Don’t let the bam fool you. CBS is 
making a big deal out of its second 
straight Winter OI^pi» 

“No event. rivi^ the majesty of the 
Olympic Winter Games,” CBS 
Broadcas't Group president Howard' 
Stringer' said. “It's appeal is 
univei^.” 

And, besides, only a'small portion 
of CBS Sports’ estimated 120 hours 
on the air will be beamed back to the 
United States from that ancient 
Norwegian barn on Lake Mjosa, 
across from Lillehammer. 

The bam will serve os the outdoor 
sot for the live weekday morning 
shows by Harry Smith and Paula Zahn 
from the Olympics as CBS tries to 
bring the flavor of Norway to its 
viewers. 

"It’s a working farm. You never 
know who or what — might stop 
by,” said Ted Savaglio, executive 
producer of “CBS This Morning.” 

Of CBS’ programming, about SO 
hours will be in prime time, neariy all 
of it obviously on tape because of a 
six'hour time difference. The prime 
time .set will be' at a more orthodox 
location, the Internationa^ Broadcast 
Center in Lillehoiiuner, and the host 
will be Greg Gumbel. 

“You’ll sec certain basic design 
themes at the venues and in our sets," 
said CBS Sports creative director 
Doug Towey. "The prime-time set will 
include a panoramic pictorial 
background of a Lillehammer scene, 
combined with a crystal graphic 
design pattern in rich hues of blues, 
purples and oranges.” 

CBS’ coverage begins Saturday, 
Feb. 12, with two hours of taped 
highlights from the opening 
ceremonies from 8-1 1 p.m. EST, and 
concludes on Sunday, Feb. 27, during 
the same hours with closing 
ceremonies. 

Time differences and tape-delayed 
prime-time programming apparently 
are not ratings problems. With a 
similar time difference from 
Albertville, France, two years ago, 
CBS said its 16 days of coverage were 
seen by an estimated 184 million 
people, a Winter Olympics record.

At the U.S. Biathlon Team’s 
Olympic trials in Anchorage, 
Alaska, in December, Skinner 
overcame a slow start to qualify for 
one of 10 spots — six women and 
four men — on the Olympic team. 
Four races were used for Olympic 
team selection, with the best three 
results used to determine the 
wiimers. 

Skinner placed 10th Imong 
women in each of her first two taces, 
but came on strong with second and 
third place finishes in the lost two to 
earn her berth at the Olympics. 

Although born in Sun Valley, 


Skinner grew up in the Wind River 
Range of Wyoming where her 
parents, Ole and Karen, operated a 
survival camp. It was there that she 
be^skiing. • -- 

“1 don’t think she was bom with 
slds on, asj recall, but she certainly 
skied as sobri as she could,” said her 
father.

Russia, Sweden the teams 
to beat for hockey medal

Russian hockey honchos were 
feu^ng. Czechoslovakia split apart 
Canada is scorching for last-minute 
help. Sweden is still waiting for 
some players to show up. 

If they gave gold medals for 
togetherness, the United States 
would be the Olympic hockey 
favorite. Coach Tim Taylor kept his 
vow to make few changes since 
assembling his group last August. 

“That's our best opportunity to 
win a gold medal," he says. 

But turmoil is just another 
obstacle to overcome, like the 
defensive' ' concerns of the 
Americans or the ofTensive woes of 
' the Canadians. 

So at the Lillehammer Olympics, 
Russia again should be the team to 
beat with Sweden expected to pose- 
the most serious threat. The next 
level in the 12-tcam tournament 
includes the United States, Canada, 
the Czech Republic, Slovakia and 
Finland. 

"The playing field is probably a 
little more level” thon in past 
Olympics, Taylor said. "There ore 
nine teams that could contend for 
medals and probably five or six that 
could contend for the gold medal,” 
including the Americans. 

But he rates Russia as the 
favorite. 

“1 om not in fovor of forecasting 
the future," said Russian coach 
Viktor Til^onov, leader of the lost 
three Olympic champions. 
“However, 1 always tty to .develop 
the psycbold^ of a wiarief in my 
pliers.” 


' The Soviet Union won seven of 
nine hockey gold medals through 
1988; the Americans took the 
others in 1960 and 1980. After the 
nation’s breakup, the Unified 
Team, made up entirely of 
Russians, won again in 1992 with a 
3-1 victoiy in the gold medal game 
over Canada, which had Erie 
Lindros, Joe Juneau and Sean 
Burke. 

The Russians lost in the 
quarterfinals of the 1992 world 
championships in May to Swedi^ 
the eveotual winner.

Several countries are woitiiu to 
get players now- with their 
European clubs, limidhg the time 
they have to practice as a unit 

Sweden may odd Hakan Loob, a 
still productive 33-year-oId former 
NHL player, and already has 20- 
ycar-old center Peter Forriicrg, who 
Wayne Gretzky called “probably 
the best young player in the world.” 

NHL expansion created more pro 
jobs and may .have deprived 
countries of potential Olympians. 

“It hurts every country," said 
U.S. assistant coach John Oumiff. 

The tournament is divided into 
two six-team groups.

Hype over emerging 
technology resembles 
prelude to television era

LOS ANGELES — It was another time, 
another place, when RCA’s David Samoff 
heralded die advent of television, declaring 
it is “bound to affect oil society. It is an art 
which shines like a torch in the troubled 
world." 

That was at the 1939 World’s Fair, in 
New York City. 

Television’s impact has been and contin- 
ues to be profound, but the (orchiike quali- 
ties forecast by TV’s pioneers ore oAen 
questioned. 

The hype accompanying the information 
supethi^way has a familiar historical ring 
to it, as partisans from the vice president 
down to the basement computer wonk 
trumpet its tremendous potential for im- 
proving public education, health care and 
the advancement of technology. 

As with television, reaping thc;harvcst of 
the fiber-optic revolution’s potential is the 
trick. 

. “Let’s not sell any more utopias because 
we’re bound to be disappointed,” said 
Mitr h'ffll K»p»r, r bflirmnn of the Electronic 
Frontier 'FoiiodatTon and founder of Lotus 
Development Corp. 

"With every new technology ... there are 
some high hopes and lofty expectations and 
they haven’t materialized. We're living in a 
fool’s jporadise to think wc will with this.” 
Nothing is settled in the evolving tech- 
nology, but there is reason to believe the 
observation of one computer analyst who 
observed that “television is the lost medium 
to be invented without a surgeon general’s 
warning on it” 

This much can be anticipated: 

The information superhighway is being 
built, but unlike the massive concrete inter- 
state system started by the federal govem- 
.9 ment in 1956, Washington will not be able 
or willing to pay the hundreds of billions of 
dollars to create a new computerized, fiber- 
optic world of communications. 

Despite declarations by Vice President AI 
Gore and others that there should not be in- 
formation “haves and have-nots,” some 
people — at least initially — are going to 
be left out, because of cost or isolation. The 
superhighway Js actually a toll road, and 
providing access to all will be costly and 
politicdly difticult for policymakers to nav- 
igate^ 

And the private sector, involved in multi- 
billion-dollor investments, mergers and bid- 
ding wars for a competitive leg up, is enter- 
ing uncboiied r^ulatory wate^ The cash- 
strapped government needs private invest- 
ment if the highway is to go anywhere 
meaningful, and it is dangling the carrot of 
regulatory relief os an incentive.

COEUR d'ALENE — So strong is 
Art Brown’s personality, some say, that 
Hccla Mining Co. exhibits the character 
of its 52-ycar-oId chairman. 

Friends, competitors, employees, and 
even union adversaries dcscrite Brown 
and Hccla alikci assertive, proud, 
dogged, with soft spots for ihcir com- 
munity and schools. 

When Brown and Hccla assert their 
traits, it’s usually noticeable in Cocur 
d’Alene. Hccla, with more than 800 
employees scattered throughout North 
America, is one of two major mining 
companies based in Cocur d’Alene. The 
other is Cocur d’Alene Mines Corp. 

Last year. Brown became chairman 
of the Idaho Association of Commerce 
and Industry, giving him a statewide 
platform as leader of Idaho’s largest 
business lobbying group. 

"Art is an aggressive corporate lead- 
er. He works very hard and he demands 
perfection from his people,” said Vicki 
Kok, a former Hccla public relations of- 
ficer who now works for a competing 
. company, Santa Fc Pacific Gold Corp. 
“He’s a real no-nonsense person with a 
sensitive side that not too many people 
sec.” 

Both Brown and Hecid arc strong ad- 
vocates for public schools and commu- 
nity programs; Before the early 1980s, 
when Hccla was based in Wallace, the 
company practically operated a nearby 
ski hill and helped keep the local golf 
course running. 

Brown once served os mayor of Pine- 
hurst, teaching City Hall how to run 
government like a business. Such civic 
involvement, Brown says, is a mining 
industry tradition dating to the days 
when towns were built around mines. 

“At all of our projects today, our 
managers have budgets that allow them 
to take care of the Little League team 
, and so forth," Brown said. "Wc provide 
our people with a lot of opportunity to 
be involved in their community." 

That community spirit may stem 
from living in South Africa, a countp' 
Brown left in the 1960s. because of its 
racial divisions and “lack of economic 
freedom” for citizens. After a five-year 
stint in Canada working for a subsidiary 
of Cementation Co. of South Africa, 
Brown returned to his native country 
and was appalled. 

“My view had changed a great deal in 
those five years,” he said. “I could see 
the stomi clouds on the horizon. I knew 
South Africa was not a country 1 wont- 
ed to live in." 

Brown joined Hccla in 1967 as an in- 
dustrial engineer, working underground 
in northern Idaho’s Silver Valley. His is 
Please see HECLA/E3 .

The reason is that for hundreds of 
basinesscs, the information Federal 
Express provides about shipment 
ami distribution has tremendous val- 
ue. It allows them to cut costly in- 
ventory and accelerate business pro- 
cesses. efficiencies that can boost 
profits. 

Smith, 48. said he recognized 
such possibilities before he started 
the company but didn't realize the 
role technology would play reaching 
them. "What really led us into it was 
the recognition that as we were sub- 
.stituting this new type of distribu- 
tion system for physical inventories, 
it had to perform," Smith said. “We 
recognized we had to have a very 
sophisticated information and 
telecommunication capability to be 
able to set up a management system 
for all of these shipmenLs." 

The Federal Express computer 
system is now one of the busiest and 
most accessible in the business 
world. More than 20 million trans- 
actions are processed a day and 
80,000 customers are plugged in. 
The location of each of the roughly 
2 million packages and documents 
the company moves daily is record- 
ed six times during shipping. 

One reason Smith is still on top of 
the company is that he has kept up 
with 'technology. 

“Airlines had to go from pistons 
to turbo props to jets and so forth 
down the line,” said Smith, who was 
a decorated Marine pilot in Vietnam 
and remains an aviation buff. 

His office is filled with models of 
Clipper ships, reflecting his belief 
that the company’s 467 jets are the 
"Clipper ships of the computer age." 

Smith’s business contribution to

"One of the problems is the gov- 
ernment warns to give economic se- 
curity to'entrepreneurs in a program 
that is valuable to the public, but 
they don't want to reduce the com- 
petitive incentives to develop new 
technology by favoring one over an- 
other,” Cowan said. 

Today’s frenzy of investment and 
merger activity resembles that of 75 
years ago when AT&T,' Westing- 
house, General Electric, RCA and 
United Fruit all lined up to cstablbh 
themselves in the new technology of 
radio. The potential was enormous. 

.HTie government then had little no- 
tion of what was about to be un- 
leashed and had not begun to seri- 
ously address access and content reg- 
ulations. 

Similarly, just as there was no 
clear picture of the tremendous im- 
pact of the federal hl^way program 
when it was launched, the implica- 
tions of the communications super- 
highway are potentially endless. But 
in ib zeal to encourage a new world 
market that could pr^ucc hundreds 
of thousands of jobs, Washington 
has yet to define how it will regulate 
the new communications industry. 

“The real danger is pushing ihin^ 
too rapidly, and then blaming the pri- 
vate sector when it doesn’t work out 
the way they want. Then the govern- 


ment will charge them with acting 
like greedy capitalists,” said Steven 
Wildman, who directs the telecom- 
munications program at Northwest- 
ern University. The Ginton adminb- 
tration, he said, is being "studiously 
vague." - • . . 

Serious political problems could 
arise if the government does not d- 
tablish policy objectives detcimining 
how the poor and the geographically 
isolated will obtain access to the new 
technology. Included in that would 
be a means to pay for the on and off 
ramps to the superhighway. 

“We're foaling ourselves to think 
that the policy goals will just lake 
care of themselves," Wildman said. 

Beyond that is the regulatory 
dilemma of controlling what is avail- 
able on .the highway. Besides offer- 
ing the resources of- the Library of 
Congress, the table of contents could 
also include graphic sex and vio- 
lence, the potential of hate-generated 
channels and broadcast fundraisers 
for racial supremacy groups. 

"Thefutute b coming and the gov- 
ernment will be overtaken by it,” 
warned Dan Polsby, a professor at 
the Northwestern University School 
of Law and former FCC employee.' 

"Thb b going to lower the cosi of 
paranoid conspiracies. All of the 
Kennedy murder conspiracy crazies 
and the tax protesters and the 


flouride-in-lhe-water fanatics will be 
able to meet anonymously, and the 
implications for the national commu- 
nity I cannot foresee.” he said. "It 
boggles my mind.” .

"A number of banks have said that 
the liquidity has relumed and the level 
of prices has reached a level that they 
would not have expected a year ago," 
said David Berry, bank analyst at 
Keefe Druyctic & Woods, a broker- 
age finn. 

BankAmerica Corp. said its trou- 
bled real estate loans and foreclosed 
real estate fell $1.4 billion in the quar- 
ter.

S. Michael Giliberto, senior vice 
president at Lehman Brothers, said 
one underlying trend is that new in- 
vestors arc not coming from highly 
regulated institutions such as banks 
and life insurance companies. Capital 
requirements force banks and insurers 
to set aside a larger share of the insti- 
tution's money as a reserve against 
possible default of the real estate loan, 
which increases their cost of real es- 
tate investment. 

That leaves a buying opportunity 
for less regulated institutions that 
don’t face those capital requirements, 
such os pension funds and special real 
estate investment ventures.

A federal bankruptcy judge’s ruling 
on the Salmon River Canal Co. law- 
suit left unanswered questions in the 
minds of parties involved with the 8- 
yeor-old conflict. 

Judge Jim Pappas ruled on Jan. 14 
that the Salmon River Canal Co. as 
well as its shareholders who farm on 
the Salmon Tract both have a signifi- 
cant ownership in the water and the 
water delivery system on the Salmon 
Tract, said canal company attorney 
Joe Meier.

Chrysler Corp. four each and Toyota 
one. 

Utility companies requested the

Purchases of big-ticket items, such 
as cars and appliances, were down 
sharply. Business at Anchor Ford-

though the car and truck dealership 
offers prospective customers free 
rides to and from the showroom in 
four-by-four trucks during bad 
weather. 

On Wednesday, “We hit bottom," 
said Bob Reider, general sales man- 
ager. "We didn’t see a soul.” 

In retail, wool clothes, snow shov- 
els and ice scrapers were flying out 
the door, but depressed sales show ' 
that people were not combing the 
malls for the perfect party dress or a 
new washing machine. And sales of 
winter necessities were not enough 
to oSset the drop in other consumer 
spending, ecooombts said.

For half a century, the two su- 
perpowers bad been locked in an ideo-.- 
lo^cal and military face-off that threat- 
ened several generations with nuclear 
disaster. Bat even as C^rb^ev took 
over its leadership, be saw the internal 
weakne^ of the fpant union of Soviet 
states. Additionally, the costly anns race 
with the United States p^(woed a dev- 
astating economic crisis and a popular ' 
revolt, begitming a chain of events whose 
effects we are ^ experiencing. 

But even though tnese cataclysmic 
events ultimately displaced him, it was 
Gorbachev who set tnem in motiott A 
staunch Socialist, be recognized the need 
toconrectanecoDomicB^politicalm- 
tem that was failing. He injected the &st 
notes of freedom into a society where 
secrecy, repression and disinfocmatitm 
were pervasive, by promoting gtasnost 
(openness) and Mrestroika (rekouctur- 
tng), releasing mssidents and ^vmg ac- 
curate information to thepress. He made 
oveitmes to the United States concern-, 
ing arms control. 

The West. susnekaB at first, ws qu^ 
ly charmed by to energy, deefsiveoess 
andsiDcerity.’Xjoib/’becameaniater- 
national srqierstar. He shook bands wtidi 
adoring crowds in Washington, D.C He 
pulled Soviet troops out of Af^iahiston 
and then from Iwtem Europe. He 
waited the Berlin Wall fall witncNtt in- 
tervening, dm* admowledpng the sym- 
bolic end of die War. In 1990, be 
was anwded the Nobel Prize for peace.
